UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 


After referring to the number of factories in Maryland engaged 
| in the manufacture of fertilisers, and to the 
Fertilisers. imports into Baltimore of these. articles, viz., 
potash salts from Germany, guano and nitrate 

of soda from Chile, fish guano and “ baukage” (a compound of 
meat meal and sulphate of ammonia) from the United Kingdom, 
H.M. Consul at Baltimore (Mr. G. Fraser) proceeds to state that 
imports of fertilisers into the United States are expected greatly 
to increase. There are several reasons for this, the principal being 
the larger acreage of cotton planted in the South and the higher

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price of the commodity enabling the planters to use more and 
better fertilisers than hitherto. Only about 5,000 tons of fertiliser 
were exported in 1905 on account of the great demand and high 
price of crude materials in the United States. (Foreign Office, 
Annual Series, 3,551.) 





MEXICO. 
The Mexican “ Diario Oficial ” of 6th April contains the text of a 
contract entered into between the Mexican 
Railway Plant. Government and the Central Railway of Mexico 
Company for the construction of a railway 
between Marfil and Guanajuato. Three years is allowed for the 
free importation of materials, &c., referred to in Article 74 of the 
Railway Law. 


According to a report by the Canadian Commercial Agent at 
Mexico City (Mr. A. W. Donly), there is an 
ever-increasing demand in Mexico for farming 
machinery of all kinds: the trade at present all 
goes to the United States. Mr. Donly suggests that some large 
firm, or several smaller ones combined, making different classes of 
implements, should send a representative to make a thorough in- 
vestigation into the matter. He also suggests the establishment 
of a depét showing a full collection of samples, in charge of a com- 
petent salesman. The business, he says, would be greatly increased 
if a central agency were established in Mexico City and local 
agents appointed at the more important outside points. The 
majority of sales could be made for cash. 


Farming

The lumber business, due to increasing railway facilities, is being 
Saw-Mill largely developed, with a consequent demand 
for mill machinery.

There is also, according to Mr. Donly’s report, considerable busi- 
ness being done in Mexico in boring machinery. 
Petroleum is being looked for in several parts 
of the country, and artesian well boring is also 
instrumental in increasing the demand for drilling apparatus.

Although modern dairying has not reached any high degree of 
development in Mexico, there is, states 
Mr. Donly, an ever increasing number of dairies 
being established in different parts of the 
country, and as the demand for creamery butter and cheese increases, 
old methods are being superseded in favour of modern machinery. 
For this reason, he says, it would be well for manufacturers of 
cream separators to devote some of their attention to this growing 
trade.

Mr. Donly further reports that the pianos sold throughout Mexico 

are of many different makes, both American 

Pianos. and German, but principally the latter. Import 

duties being specific, the demand is for a piano 

with a light case, and the Germans secure the bulk of the trade 

by catering to thisdemand. Mr. Donly adds that if manufacturers 

of pianos would study the requirements and supply the instrument 

the market asks for, he does not see why they should not secure 
a good return for the effort expended.

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BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 


South Russia.—The British Vice-Consul at Nicolaieff (Mr. V. 
Bosanquet), in reporting on a tour that he has recently made 
in the Governments of Kherson, Ekaterinoslav, Kiev, Poltava, 
Kharkov, Chernigov, Kursk, Orel, Voronezh, Tambov, Penza, 
and Saratov, says that there appears to be a general depres- 
sion of trade throughout the country, and that this is notably 
the case in the trade in agricultural machinery. ‘ Kverywhere 
where I enquired,” he continues, ‘‘ I was told much the same story. 
Landowners are not ordering any new machinery.” 


Trieste H.M. Consul at Trieste (Mr. J. B. Spence) says in his 
recent report :— 

“T would here like to repeat the advice to British merchants 
and traders given by my predecessor in his report for 1904, viz., that 
they would find it to their advantage to print the price lists, cata- 
logues, &c., issued for this market in the Italian language, which, 
although German is the official language, is the one more generally 
employed amongst the commercial classes.” (Foreign Office, Annual 
Serves, 3,550.) 

Turin—In his report for 1905 the British Vice-Consul at 
Turin (Mr. 8. Guattari) writes :— 

‘“ British exporters could largely develop their trade with Pied- 
mont if they allowed the same conditions of payment as the French 
and German exporters, viz., 30 days, 2 or 3 per cent discount, or 
three or four months net. Prices should include, if possible, 
freight and duty. 

‘‘T note that British firms send their English catalogues with 
prices f.o.b. London or Liverpool, this in my opinion is practically 
useless, as English is not generally understood here. Catalogues 
should at least be printed in French, with prices c.i.f. Genoa. Of 
course, the best way of offering goods is by means of a traveller or 
through a reliable local agent.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 
3,052.) 


Réunion—H.M. Consul at Réunion (Mr. E. G. B. Maxse, 
C.M.G.), states in his report for 1905 that he fails to see any 
opening for British trade in the near future. The rice trade with 
India will continue, but it is being much affected by (1) the 
quarantine on vessels arriving from Mauritius, which has now 
been in force for over six years (ever since the appearance of 
bubonic plague in that island), and (2) the competition of Saigon 
rice. The coal trade is almost entirely confined to the amount 
imported for the use of the Messageries Maritimes Company and 
the Havraise Peninsulaire Company. The local railway company 
only uses briquettes. The sugar mills use hardly any coal as they 
burn the cane refuse. The entire abandonment of Réunion as a 
naval station for the French squadron in these waters has naturally 
much decreased the importation of coal. There is a small demand 
for sewing machines of British make, but the utmost care must be 
exercised in giving credit, several cases of difficulty having 
occurred lately. (Horeign Office, Annual Series, 3,554.)

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MAGNESITE IN THE TRANSVAAL. 


The following report on magnesite in the Transvaal has been 
received at the Board of Trade from their Correspondent at 
Johannesburg (Mr. C. A. C. Tremeer, D.S.0.) :— 

“About two years ago an extensive deposit of magnesite 
was opened out in the Transvaal, at a point between Kaapmuiden 
and Malelane stations on the Johannesburg-Delagoa Bay Railway, 
and about 90 miles distant from Delagoa Bay. 

“The deposits are located in a range of hills which run parallel 
with the main railway line—about 1} miles distant—and are also 
parallel with the Crocodile River alongside. The area covered by 
the magnesite formation is roughly about 8 miles long by 14 miles 
wide. As a rule the magnesite exists in aggregated veins of 
varied thickness, in many places being more than 1(0 feet in 
width ; but the central hills near Salt Creek appear to be one vast 
deposit of about 2,000 feet long by 2C0 feet wide, and upwards of 
300 feet high. At this particular point it is estimated that the 
deposit of magnesite exceeds a million tons. 

‘‘The magnesite is equal to the best quality obtained in Greece; 
it is pure white and breaks with a conchoidal fracture. It is hard 
and fine grained, resembling unglazed porcelain in texture. 

‘Theoretically the composition of magnesite is as follows :—

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‘Tt will be observed from the above table that the Transvaal 
magnesite is unusually pure, being fractionally free from lime, 
alumine, and iron, while the proportion of silica is almost a 
minimum. : 


“ As already stated, the magnesite is located on a range of hills 
parallel to the Crocodile River and the Railway Line. The height 
of the range is about 300 feet, and there is a gentle slope towards 
the railway and river which would greatly facilitate the work and 
transport. 


“The hills are here and there intersected by valleys with small 
creeks converging towards the river, which is a stream of more 
than 100 million gallons per day, and could be utilised for motive 
_power to any extent when required. 


“The nature of the deposit is such that the whole of the hills 
can be quarried at a very low cost. 


‘ For an industry of the magnitude possible from such deposits 
of magnesite, the question of fuel is of the utmost importance. 
There is an abundant supply of wood on the property, and timber 
of various descriptions, suitable for most purposes, can be obtained 
on the ground. 

‘The recently discovered coal fields on the Crocodile and Sable 
Rivers are distant 20 to 30 miles from the Malelane Station. The 
Middelburg coal fields, from which an immediate supply of 
splendid quality can be obtained, are distant 156 miles, and this 
coal can be delivered on the spot at 10s. 6d. per ton. 

“This is an important factor, because the calcination of the 
magnesite requires a quantity of coal equal to 16 per cent. of the 
weight of the magnesite calcinated. 

‘“‘In connection with various industries the use of magnesite is 
now recognised as imperative; the comparative scarcity of the 
article has hitherto restricted its general adoption, but the dis- 
covery of this extensive additional supply will, to some extent, 
meet the enormous demand now existing. 

‘‘ Its use is essential for lining every description of metallurgical 
furnace, and especially for all furnaces where a high temperature is 
required; itis the only material which can, with complete satis- 
faction, be utilised in the steel industry, and its use in electric and 
gas generating furnaces is practically compulsory. 

‘‘ Another important use of magnesite is the manufacture of 
cement, and as an economical substitute for plaster of Paris. Crude 
magnesite is now the principal source of carbon dioxide (carbonic 
acid), both under the form of gas or liquefied; the manufacture of 
carbonic acid from magnesite gives Epsom salts as a by-product. 

“For nearly every purpose the magnesite requires to be cal- 
cinated ; the carbonic acid is driven off, leaving the oxide of 
magnesium, commercially called magnesia. 
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‘‘ There are two classes of magnesia, according to the degree of 

calcination :—- 
‘A.’—Burnt at low temperature, magnesia is produced 
which can be worked into shape at high pressures, being of a 
binding nature and possessing hydraulic properties. 
‘B.—Burnt at a very high temperature, the magnesia 
diminishes in bulk and becomes hard and unmouldable; this 
is the material for basic hearths and magnesia: bricks for, 
furnaces. 
For the calcination of magnesite a continuous shaft furnace, heated 
by a gas generator, is used. It is of special construction to allow 
the magnesite, which powders when completely calcinated, to fall 
through. Fitted with latest improvements these furnaces are very 
effective. As already stated, the quantity of fuel required is only 
equal in weight to about 16 per cent. of the raw magnesite. The 
average yield of calcinated magnesia is about 50 per cent. of the 
crude material. 

‘“*‘ Magnesite is the material par excellence for basic hearths and 
lining furnaces. 

‘‘ Professor Wedding states that ‘a basic hearth of magnesia 
will outlast three times the best hearth of other material now 
obtainable, and the hearth of magnesite—if demolished—can be 
used again, whereas all other kinds have to be thrown away.’ 

‘The magnesia, though very basic, does not combine with 
silica. When the two are heated in contact, the small amount of 
silica and ferric oxide contained in the mineral does not slag, but 
only causes a sintering of the mass. In the steel furnaces, or in 
any other furnace, | may say, the acid walls (ordinary fire bricks) 
may come in contact with magnesite with impunity. 

‘The magnesite is absolutely infusible, the only limit being the 
dissociation of the burning gases at about 6,000 degrees centi- 
grade. 

‘‘'To make these bricks, the clean material containing, say, from 
90 to 96 per cent. of magnesia carbonate, is calcinated as above 
explained ; when properly prepared, it is crushed and made into 
bricks by hydraulic press ; working at 300 atmospheres (4,000 lbs. 
to the square inch) a binding material is required to mould the 
bricks; 10 per cent. of the low calcinated magnesia is usually 
mixed for this purpose. In Greece about 3 per cent. of serpentine 
is used, but in Austria and Hungary a percentage of iron is 
invariably found in the raw magnesite, which renders it unneces- 
ary to add further binding material. 

‘The bricks are burnt at a high temperature, in special kilns 
lined with magnesite bricks and heated by a gas generator. 

“These magnesite bricks, when manufactured locally, will un- 
doubtedly command a great sale amongst the gold mines, more 
especially in connection with improved furnaces “designed to 
economise the cost of fuel, and for numerous other purposes. 
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_ “A very important South African industry can at once be 
inaugurated by utilising the magnesia calcinated at a low tempera- 
ture as cement. The value of magnesite as a substitute for, or 
rather an improvement on, ordinary cement has long been known, 
“but the scarcity of the material, coupled with its high value for 
other purposes, has prevented any serious attempt at competition 
with the ordinary article, but the immense deposits at Malelane 
alter the whole position, more particularly as it affects the South 
‘ African market; and there is not the slightest reason why, with 
the unlimited supply of magnesite now available, steps should not 
at once be taken to place the magnesite cement on the market. 

‘‘Another important business allied to the manufacture of 
magnesite cement is the erection of buildings with the magnesite 
cement mixed with tailings or sand. The appearance and strength 
would in every respect equal the best sandstone, and the cost 
would certainly not be one-fourth. 

‘“‘ Magnesite cement can also be utilised for the making of 
ordinary building bricks. In appearance they would resemble 
artificial sandstone, and would not require to be burnt. Various 
qualities can be made according to price and strength required. 
Tests made in the Government Laboratory, Johannesburg, proved 
that a slab, composed of one part magnesite and six parts tailings, 
resisted the highest pressure obtainable there, viz., 512 tons, or 
2.750 lbs. per square inch. Owing to the hydraulic qualities of 
the magnesite these bricks are waterproof. The demand for such 
bricks is practically unlimited, and they would certainly realise a 
good price. 

“Connected with the magnésite cement there are innumerable 
items, many of them being individually sufficiently important to 
be considered as an industry: for example :—sewage pipes of all 
kinds. Magnesite is undoubtedly appropriate for this purpose. 
Johannesburg itself—apart from other towns—will require such 
pipes for the proposed sewage schemes; here is the ideal article 
from a sanitary point of view, and the price lower than any 
possible competitor. Other items worth considering are boiler 
and steam pipe coverings, slabs for roofs and floors, wall linings, 
window sills, balconies, ornaments, assay plants, arches for loco- 
motive fire boxes, &c. 

‘“‘ Magnesite can also be used for every purpose that plaster of 
Paris is available for, and it has the advantage of being harder and 
takes a natural polish equal to the finest marble. An important 
consideration is that the cost price will be less than one-fourth of 
the other. — 

‘‘ An important and profitable addition to any magnesite factory 
in this country would be the manufacture of wall plates for par- 
titioning rooms and buildings of various kinds. 

“Boiler and steam pipe coverings can also be made from 
magnesite. 
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‘‘ Wherever available, the crude magnesite is utilised in the 
aanufacture of carbonic acid, both in gaseous and liquefied form. 
The reason for this is obvious; primarily, on account of the very 
high percentage of carbonic acid contained in the raw magnesite, 
viz., 52°4 per cent. ; secondly, the absolute] purity of the acid pro- 
duced from the magnesite, this material being of eruptive 
origin is perfectiy free from any kind of organic matter; in fact, 
for this reason, the sanitary and medical authorities insist upon 
its use wherever available. The market for carbonic acid is a 
Jarge and increasing one. It is now employed in many different 
industries, also in cold storage works, breweries, hotels and bars, 
steamships, mineral water factories, &c., &e. 

‘Epsom salts are now manufactured from crude magnesite as a 
by-product in the production of carbonic acid: by treatment 
with sulphuric acid, magnesium sulphate is produced, which being 
dissolved in water, filtered and crystallised, yields pure Epsom 
salts. 

‘‘So far the foregoing is the only magnesite deposit worth men- 
tioning opened out in South Africa. The property is owned by 
a company with a capital of 200,000/. 

‘‘ Experts in the various departments have been engaged from 
Europe, and the company is now prepared to enter the European 
market with a finished article.”

warehoused, and all duties leviable in respect of any such are to be 
paid on first importation. 

Goods in transit may be warehoused without payment of 
duty on first importation, provided that the words “ in transit ” 
are written across the face of the bill of entry and signed by the:

This Convention provides for the mutual accord of 
most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of import and export 
duties, and for freedom of goods in transit. In matters of naviga- 
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tion, the Convention provides for national treatment, except as 
regards coasting trade, and except also as regards the special privi- 
leges bestowed by either country on the national fisheries or on the 
national merchant marine. The Convention further provides for 
national treatment in respect of canals, harbours, pilotage, &c. 

The Convention is to come into force at a date to be agreed 
upon when the ratifications are exchanged, and is to remain in 
operation until the 18th/31st December, 1917, and thereafter until 
one year after it is denounced by one of the Contracting Parties. 





SWEDEN. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
information to the effect that the Swedish 
Chambers have approved a proposal to increase 
the import duty on arrack and rum imported 
into Sweden in smaller quantities than 250 litres 
by 60 Gre per litre. Inclusive of the previously existing additional 
duty of 15 dre per litre imposed on spirits imported in smaller 
quantities than 250 litres, the total additional import duty on 
arrack and rum so imported is, therefore, 75 Gre per litre (3s.

DENMARK. 


The Board of Trade are in receipt, through the Foreign Office, of 
tenetetinis::* translation of a Law relating to the import 
Marking of Agri- and export of agricultural produce, which was 
ssinead ieidinenn passed by the Danish Legislature on the 26th 

‘ March. The Law enacts that butter, cheese, 
eggs, lard, tallow, honey and meat (including poultry) imported 
into Denmark must be provided with distinct marks indicating 
the country of origin, which shall remain on the goods (or their 
packing) when sold. No mark must be used which shall imply 
that such produce is of Danish origin. Re-exported articles of the 
above-mentioned kinds must not bear’on the packing or on the 
articles themselves any Danish names of places. It is forbidden 
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to sell mixtures of Danish and foreign lard, unless provided with 
a distinct mark. A general mark valid for the whole country is 
to be adopted for butter manufactured from pasteurised cream ; all 
Danish butter exported must bear this mark, which must not be 
used for any foreign butter imported or offered for sale. The 
Minister of Agriculture is authorised to prescribe special rules for 
the marking of foreign butter in hermetically sealed tins. 

The provisions of the Law do not apply to Danish agricultural 
products which are returned from foreign countries.

furniture and kitchen utensils, and articles intended for the 
manufacture thereof, shall be excluded from the duty-free list. 
The articles of ships’ equipment and the materials for ship- 
building in respect of which exemption from duty may be 
claimed are specified in lists annexed to the Regulations. 

It is moreover laid down that all articles intended for the 
armament of ships of the Imperial Navy are to be treated as 
fittings ; whilst in the case of ships of war building in Germany 
for foreign countries the chief Finance officials will decide 
in every case as to the application of this rule. 

The Regulations further deal fully with the system of book- 
keeping and inspection by which Customs officials are to ensure 
that all the materials thus admitted duty free have been used in 
ship-building as claimed.

SAN SALVADOR. 


With reference to the notice at p. 313 of the “ Journal” for the 
16th November, 1905, relative to the method 
of payment of import duties in San Salvador, 
the Board of Trade have now received, through 
the Foreign Office, a copy of a despatch from H.M. Consul at San 
Salvador further explaining the present regulations on this 
matter. 

From this despatch it appears that previous to the Ist Septem- 
ber, 1905, the total import duties leviable amounted to 109 per 
cent. of the rates inscribed in the Tariff, of which 94 per cent. 
was payable in silver and 15 per cent. in gold. From that date 
the proportion payanle in silver has been reduced from 94 per 
cent. to 68 per cent., the remaining 26 per cent. being converted 
into 12 per cent. American gold, which, added to the former 
amount payable in gold (15 per cent.), makes a total of 27 per 
cent. so payable. 

The duties now leviable, therefore, amount to 95 per cent. of 
the nominal tariff rates, of which 68 per cent. is payable in silver 
and 27 per cent. in gold.

the year 1905-6, show larger gross receipts and 
larger revenue expenditure than in any previous year. The sur- 
plus revenue after paying all charges, including interest, is esti- 
mated at 2.025,60V01. 

‘I'he capital expenditure during the year 1905-6 amounted to 
8,333,000l., or over 1,000,900/. in excess of the expenditure for 
the year 1904-5. For the year 1906-7, the estimate provides for 
.the expenditure of a sum of 10,000,000, an increase of 20 per 
cent. on the provision f.-r Jast year. 

Under the head of lines already open, including the provision of 
additional rolling-stock, the amount expended in 1905-6 was 
4,840,000/. Under the same heads in 1906-7 provision is male 
for the expenditure of 5,940,00v/., an increase of about 23 per 
cent. 

Under the order of the Secretary of State a programme has been 
submitted to him for expenditure on railways during the next 
three years. This ‘triennial programme,” as it is called, has been 
definitely agreed to by the Secretary of State for the year 190-7, 
and provisionally approved for the remaining two years. ‘The year 
1906-7 is the firs'. year this arranges ent will come into operation. 
The object aimed at is to enable a railway programme, extending 
over a reasonable period, being made out under fixed conditions, 
for new railways and additions to existing ones, as Indian finance 
will permit, and also to secure a detinite continuity of railway 

olicy. 
; The mileage of lines of all gauges open to traffic on the 1st 
April, 1905, was 27,728. and under construction, 2,344; on the Ist 
April, 1906, there were 28,684 «pen, and 1,959 under construction. 
At the end of the financial year there will be 1,509 miles under 
construction.

Express trains were to be re-established from the 16th/29th 
March, as the Trans-Baikal line declined to start them earlier.

State Railways “*The Bavarian Minister of Communications 

‘ (Verkehrs - Minister von Frauendorfer) has 
returned from a short trip through Switzerland and Upper Italy, 
accompanied by two Government officials, The gentlemen 
inspected the electric ‘ Valtellina’ Railway, Lecco Sondrio, on the 
Italian-Swiss frontier along the shores of Lake Como. This rail- 
way is about 100 kilometres long and derives its traction power 
from the electrical station at Morbegno. The line is constructed 
on the ‘three phase’ system (drei Phasen System) with overhead 
wires, and it gives such satisfaction that the Swiss Railway 
through the Simplon is to be worked by it too. The Milan 
newspaper ‘ Corriere della Sera’ mentions that the Bavarian rail- 
way officials were so much struck by the advantages of the system 
that it will probably be adopted on the State Railways, and it is 
hoped that the valuable material collected by the Commission will 
further the project of electric traction in Bavaria.”

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MINERALS, METALS AND MACHINERY: 


SOUTHERN AND NORTHERN NIGERIA. 


Reports on the results of the mineral surveys of Southern and 
Northern Nigeria, by Professor Wyndham 
Mineral Surveys. Dunstan, F.R.S., Director of the Imperial 
Institute, have recently been published by the 
Colonial Office (Miscellaneous Series, Nos. 32 and 33). 

Southern Nigeria.—As regards Southern Nigeria, the report says 

that the exploration of selected areas of a country hitherto unknown 
geologically has led to important results in the first two years of 
the work. 
‘ The deposits of brown coal (lignite), capable of use as fuel and 
shown also to be a good source of illuminating and power gas, will 
no doubt prove to be an asset of great value. The first result of 
the discovery will be the employment of this lignite for the river 
steamers. 

Galena has been found, containing silver. Further exploration 
and analyses will determine whether the average composition of 
the deposits is such as to repay working. 

Tinstone of good quality has been found, and the question of the 
development of the stream tin deposits so far discovered is ripe for 
practical consideration. 

The mineral monazite, valuable as a source of the thoria used in 
the manufacture of incandescent gas mantles, has been found in 
the gravels of certain river beds. The question as to whether it 
would pay to concentrate these gravels with cheap local labour and 
extract the monazite is rendered practical by the facts now pre- 
sented as to the nature of the gravels and their chemical composi- 
tion. ‘lhe search for gravels richer in monazite will be continued. 

Lastly, it may be noticed that limestone of excellent quality for 
the manufacture of mortar and cement has been discovered, a 
matter of the greatest importance to the Colony, especially as 
some of the limestone occurs in the river banks, and could there- 


fore be readily transported, 


Northern Nigeria— With regard to Northern Nigeria, it is stated 
that the results of the examination of the minerals collected in the 
Protectorate are of considerable interest, whilst some of the 
minerals which have been brought to light may be of local impor- 
tance and of value as possible exports. 

After alluding to salt deposits, so-called “ potash,” and lime- 
stone, the report states that apart from the important Bauchi tin 
deposits, tin in the form of cassiterite has now been found in the 
stream-beds of other districts. It is probable that as soon as suit- 
able transport is provided Northern Nigeria will become an im- 
portant tin-producing country. Already deposits in the Bauchi 
Province are being worked by the Niger Company, and the metal 


smelted on the spot.

The occurrence of monazitic sand in certain river beds is a matter 
of much interest.

The following particulars relating to cotton, rubber, and cocoa in 
Agricultural St. Lucia are taken from the annual report 


by the Administrator of the Colony (Mr. P. C. 


Re cegen A Cork), recently issued by the Colonial Office :— 
sii Conch. , “The reports on the cotton experiments 


show that, though good samples of lint 
were obtained, they resulted in failure to cover expenses. 
I learn on enquiry that the cultivation was done by hand 
labour, and I do not think that cotton on a considerable 
scale can be made to pay unless level land can be secured, where 
ploughs, cultivators, and cotton planters can be used, and where 
plantations are sheltered from high winds and excessive rainfall 
when the cotton is becoming pa and the lint exposed. The 
number of places where cotton could be grown to advantage is 
probably not large, as the bulk of the land is ) aay and more 
suitable for rubber and cocoa. 

“The Central American rubber (Castilloa elastica) seems 
particularly adapted to those latitudes, and would probably hand- 
somely repay intelligent cultivation and treatment. 

“Cocoa has long passed the experimental stage, and may be 
regarded as a staple industry of the Colony.” (CUoloniul Office, 
Annual Series, 482.)

FRENCH WEST AFRICA. 

In his report on French West Africa for the years 1904 and 1905, 
H.M. Consul-General at Dakar (Capt. Cromie, 
Rubber. C.M.G) describes the efforts made by the Inspector 
of Agriculture in the direction of improving the 
methods of cultivating and gathering rubber in_ the French 
Colonies. The Government, he says, is turn'ng its chief attention 
to the creation of new plantations, and one of the principal results 
of the researches and experiments made in this direction has been 
the recognition of the fact that in many districts it is more advan- 

tageous to plant rubber trees, rather than the rubber vine. 

Capt. Cromie gives particulars regarding the state of the new 
plantations in French Guinea at the end of 1905, and the results 
of experimental planting in Upper Senegal-Niger, Ivory Coast, 
and Dahomey. He remarks how, in consequence of new regula- 
tions forbidding the exportation of adulterated rubber, the value 
of Conakry and Beyla ‘“‘niggers” has improved, and gives a 
diagram showing the average prices of the different varieties of 
French West African rubber in the Bordeaux market during the 
years 1903, 1904, and 1905. (Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 
3,543.) 


With respect to cotton, Captain Cromie considers that 
the Niger Basin will probably turn out to be 
Cotton. the best cotton-growing region, as there it is 
indigenous, and therefore can be grown without 

irrigation and by native methods. 

The chief result of the 1904 experiment was to prove that two 
varieties— Mississippi and Excelsior—were specially adapted for 
culture in that region, and that it was necessary first of all to com- 
pletely destroy all indigenous cotton near the plantations, so as to 
avoid hybridisation. 

The approximate amount of cotton harvested was 113 tons, pro- 
ducing about 32 tons of ginned cotton. 

The question of the possible degeneration of American seed is 
believed to have been sulved. Fields sown with seed of the third 
generation in the Sudan have produced cotton varying in no 
particular from that produced by imported seed. In 1906, there- 
fore, no imported seed will be used, and there is little doubt that as 
time goes on special Sudan varieties of cotton will be produced. 
(Foreign Office, Annual Series, No. 3,543).

This is the second number of this Abstract, which has been 
compiled in the Statistical Department of the Board of Trade 
from the various published records of the United Kingdom and 
the British Colonial Possessions and Protectorates. It contains 
statistics of the trade of each portion of the Empire with foreign 
countries and with other portions of the Empire, figures as to the 
shipping of the Empire, as well as statements of the production of 
coal, iron, diamonds, gold, cereals and other foodstuffs, cotton, 
jute, wool and rubber. 

The Tables given in the various sections of this Abstract, which 
hitherto related solely to area, population, trade and productions 
have been amplified, and additional Tables have been added 
relating to the annual consumption per head of the population of 
various articles (e.g., coal, iron, cereals, tea, &c.), in the principal 
parts of the Empire. 

Certain particulars for the British African Protectorates (except 
Zanzibar) have been included in the general Tables. As regards 
the other British Protectorates, the detailed information obtain- 
able is, as yet, incomplete; but in order that some estimate may 
be formed as to their relative in:portance, such supplementary 
Tables relating to area, population and trade, as it has been found 
possible to give, have been added in an Appendix. 

Passengers to and from places out of Europe. | Cd. 2,839—IL.) 

This is the first number of the new return to be issued monthly 
showing the inward as well as the outward movement of passengers 
between the United Kingdom and places out of Europe. During 
the three months ended 3lst March, 1906, the total number 
(provisional) of passengers that left the United Kingdom for places 
out of Europe was 98,955 as compared with 93,088 during the 
same period last year, and the total number (provisional) that 
arrived in the United Kingdom from places out of Europe was 
26,325 as compared with 25,414 during the same period last year.

Sources of Supply, Prices, &., of Trade Products; Forms of 
Certificates of Origin; Regulations concerning Commercial 
Travellers, &c., &c. There is a Sample Room at the offices of the 
Branch, where, in addition to samples illustrative of reports of 
H.M. Consuls or of the Correspondents or Special Commissioners 
of the Board of Trade, specimens of special interest that may be 
received from the Imperial Institute, India, or the Colonies, &c., 
are exhibited from time to time. 

The Governments of India, Canada, Cape of Good Hope, and 
Queensland, also the Governments of the Transvaal and Orange 
River Colony, have established, in proximity to the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch, at 73, Basinghall Street, special offices for 
dealing with trade matters (see next page).

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SPECIAL INDIAN AND COLONIAL 


TRADE ENQUIRY OFFICES. 
India.—The India Trade Enquiry Office at 73, Basinghall Street, 
London, E.C., has been established for the purpose of supplying 
the general public withall avaiJable information as to the commercial 
products, manufactures and trades of British India. 

The office is under the superintendence of an India Office official, 
who is in daily attendance to answer personal or written enquiries. 

The current publications of the Government of India dealing 
with Indian Trade statistics, tariff charges, railways, economic 
products, &c., are kept in the office, and can be consulted free: the 
various Indian Directories are also filed. 

. Canada.—The Canadian Government have secured premises at 
73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., where an office has been 
opened under the designation of ‘Canadian Government City 
Trade Branch,” for the convenience of the commercial community. 

In due course it is intended to equip and maintain a display 
room, illustrating the products, resources and manufactures of the 
Dominion. In the meantime, a Canadian representative attends 
daily to deal with enquiries and applications in connection with 
Canadian import and export trade, and to supply information 
about Canadian matters generally. Personal appointments can be 
arranged when desired. 

Cape of Good Hope.—The Government of the Cape of Good Hope 
have opened offices at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., for the 
purpose of a Commercial Agency for that Colony, under the 
direction of the Agent-General. 

The Commercial Agent in charge of these offices deals with, and 
supplies free, information on trade subjects connected with the 
Colony, such as commercial products, industries, trade, tariff regu- 
lations, commercial statistics, railway rates, prospects for emigra- 
tion, &c., &e. 

Queensland.—F or the convenience of the commercial community 
in the City of London, the Agent-General for Queensland has 
opened a branch office at 73, Basinghall Street, London, E.C., 
where a representative attends daily to give information to 
enquirers regarding trade, mining, and all other matters in con- 
nection with Queensland. 

A Reading Room will also be provided in which maps, 
directories, statutes, Government reports, and other publications 
of the State can be seen. 

Transvaal and Orange River Colony—A ‘Trade Enquiry Office 
has been opened at 73, Basinghall Street, E.C., by the Govern- 
ments of the Transvaal and Orange River Colony, on the lines of 
the agency established at the same address by the Government of 
Cape Colony, but under the general direction of the Commercial 
Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. : 

The Superintendent in charge of the Office deals with, and 
supplies free, information in regard to the products and resources 
of the two Colonies, the opportunities they present to the settler, 
their railway facilities, the regulations of all kinds in force in 
them affecting trade, &c., &c.

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IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 

The Imperial Institute at South Kensington was transferred by 
Act of Parliament to the control of the Board of Trade on the 
Ist January, 1903. The work formerly carried on by the Com- 
mercial Intelligence Office of the Institute is now conducted by 
the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade. 

The Imperial Institute is chiefly occupied with the systematic 
investigation and illustration of the principal resources of India 
and the Colonies. It includes :— 

1. The Galleries, containing collections of economic products, 
&c., illustrative of the natural and commercial resources of British 
Possessions. These are open free to the public daily (except on Sun- 
days) from 10am.to5p.m. Special arrangements may be made for 
the visits of schools and other educational institutions. Informa- 
tion concerning India and the Colonies, their products, industries, 
prospects for emigration, &c., may be obtained on verbal applica- 
tion at the Central stand in the Galleries, or applications may be 
addressed in writing to the Director of the Imperial Institute, 
South Kensington, 8.W. Publications furnishing information 
relating to the commerce, agriculture, mining and other industries 
of India and the Colonies, as well as those relating to emigration, 
may also be obtained on application at the Central stand. From 
time to time samples and specimens of raw and manufactured 
products will be shown in the sample room attached to the offices 
of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board of Trade at 
73, Basinghall Street, E.C. 

2. The Scientific and Technical Department with extensive 
laboratories specially equipped for the purpose of investigating 
problems connected with tropical agriculture and development. 
In this Department new or little known natural products from 
India and the Colonies, and commercial products from new 
sources, received through the Government of the countries con- 
cerned, are examined with a view to their valuation and utilisation. 
The expert staff of the Department is also engaged in the collec- 
tion of information from all sources on these and similar subjects. 

3. The Library and Reading Rooms, containing a large collection 
of Indian and Colonial works of reference, which are regularly 
supplied with the principal official publications of India and the 
Colonies, and with many of the principal newspapers, periodicals 
and maps of the United Kingdom, India, and the Colonies. 

4, Conference and Meeting Rooms which are available under 
certain conditions for the purpose of meetings, lectures, &c., on 
subjects of importance to India and the Colonies. 

5. ‘lhe “‘ Bulletin of the Imperial Institute.” This publication, 
which is now issued quarterly, includes reports on investigations 
conducted at the Imperial Institute, and also special articles 
relating to recent developments in tropical agriculture and in 
the utilisation of raw materials.
